Some of us were fortu- 
nate enough to have bag in the private 
car of the officers of the Western and A‘t- 
lagtic railroad, and there we enjoyed tne

C. T. Watson, who isa knight of the finest 
spirit. The Atlanta party consisted of the 
following ladies and gentlemen: Right 
Eminent Sir W. D. Luckie, grand com- 
mander of Georgia, with his ‘wife and Mrs.

isaedl Soeihe the wildest part of the Cin. 
cionati uthern at night we cond not 
e: joy the inspiration of the scenery that was 
foided in darkness all around us. But we 
were late and consequenily enjoyed over a 
hundred miles of ride in daylight turough 
the blue grass region of Kentucky. We saw 
with deligbt acountry whose name is syn 
onoymous with fertility, prosperity and hap 
piness;a country where the finest horses, the 
handsomest women and the bravest, biggesi 
hearted men are found. It was Sunday 
morning. The peace of the day gave a new 
beauty to the landscape. On the broad, 
rolling acres of luxuriant grass 
thousands of sleek cattle browsed or lezily 
lay in the shade, and down the hard white 
pebbled roads the farmers with their wives 
and babies were riding bappily to church. 
I have seen great wealth and dazzling splen- 
dur since I feasted my eyes on this quiet | 
scene, but the only mortals 1-have envied 
are these Kentucky farmers. 

We hada burricd glance at gay Cincin- 
nati—enough to show us how they keep 
Sunday there. The streets were thronged 
with people, and cut of the semi-occ asionul 
beer saluun came the sounds of revelry or 
the squeaking music of a cheap band. 

The country between Cincinnati and 
Chicago, through which the Kankakee line 
passes, bas been bouvt.fuliy blessed. The 
people arerich. They piant thousands of 
acies:f the richest laod in the world, and 
from some ‘huge crops of corn we saw. will 
soon gather from seventy-five to a hundred 
bushels an acre After passing Cin- 
cinnati we vere in Indiana most of the 
time, and saw evidences uf the warmth of 
tne political canvass. Atevery station men 
would cheer fur Hancock or Garfield, and 
political banners tlaunt on almost every 
cruss road. Sumebody on board caught the 
contagion and polled our train. The vote 
stood—Hancock 239, Garfield 80 We had- 
picked up most of ihe Garfield men in Cin- 
cinnati. 

In Indiana both sides are confident of vic 
tory in the October state election, which 
will have agreat effect on the national con- 
test. The besttalent in the west is trying 
to pereuade the besitating hoosier one way 
or the other. It is said that enormous 
sums of money have already been poured 
into thestate. The extreme confidence of 
both sides is amusing. Somebody will be 
wofully disappointed in October. The re- 
publicans are trying to raise a bow] against 
Franklin Landers, the democratic candidate 
for governor, by declaring that while in the 
state senate during the war he fought 
Governor Morton's policy, and voted for a 
resolution restricting Indiana’s apprupria- 
tion to the war fund. This warfare has not 
accomplished much. The record has been 
greatly perverted, and the best informed 
men I met predicted Lander’s eleciion by 
a good majority. 

We reached Chicago about one o'clock 
Monday morning, having been delayed five 
hours by our heavy train. The Atlanta 
party fouod pleasaut apartments prepared 
forthem atthe Ciifton,a hotel,which among 
other advantages, afforded a full view ot! 
Tuesday's grand parade. 

Weary as we were we were destined to 
sleep little. Eyery descent of soft repose 
was frikhtened off by thg strains of a brass 
band as some new commandery arrived 
in the city. The hotel was on _ the 
street leading from most of the depots to 
the grand encampment where 8,000 knights 
were to find places. They ail come by our 
hotel. Every commandery bed a brass 
band and a drum mesjor. The best wecouid 
do was to lie close tu the windows and enjoy 
the pageants as they passed along the brii- 
liant avenue. 

Monday was srent in preparaticn for 
Tuesday’s grand fete. Some of the Atlanta 
party visited the encampment on the lake 
side where 1,500 snowy tents were filled 
witha gay throng of knigbts and ladies 
from all partsof America, The most at- 
tractive spartments here were those occu- 
pied by tlie California Knights, a royal set 
of old fellows. 

They came to Chicago in a magnificence 
that was simply princely. The trip cost 
their party not one cent less than $100,000 
These figures will lose their apparent ex- 
travagance when we think that 100 knights 
and nearly 100 guests came from the golden 
shore; that they brought a car load of wine 
and acar load of that wondrous fruit of 
California with them; that every day while 
they were in Chicago they received a car of 
fresh fruit from home, and that they threw 
around their money with that extravagance 
for which Californians are pruverbial. The 
knights wore a ricn old-time regalia, with 
embroidered velvet capes and large cavalier 
hats) Wherever they went they received 
especial attention. They knew that there 
was no easier way to reach Chicago’s heart 
than to pave the path with gold. 

Monday night there were half a dozen 
concerts for the benefit of the knights, with 
long operatic programmes, and gushing 
speeches by Major Carter Harrison and 
others. The theatres were also thrown 
open. Haverly’s, McVickers’s and Hooley’s 
were crowded to suffocation. 

The bands were worse than ever this 
night. It seemed as if the entire horn- 
blowing fraternity had descended to take 
Chicago as the Jews did Jerichaof old. But 
the music was glorious, and no man of feel- 
ing regretted that its gushing melody 
aroused him from his sleep. 

Early Tuesday morning one could gather 
an idea of the enormous crowd which filled 
the western metropolis. Chicago bas more 
hotels and more hotel room than any city 
in the country, New York excepted. 
Guests had been packed eight and ten into 
a room; had been huddled into cots in the 
hall and put to bed on parlor floors, but the 
limit had been reached, and the vast city, 
with its forty hotels, was full. Thousands 
of people stood around the lobbies and 


inaudible profanity was almost pardonable. 
The Times says there were 200.000 visitors 
in the city. I know one Atlanta man who 
arrived late and paid ten dollars for a room 
for a single night, 
The railroad officials say that in twenty- 
four bours over 65,000 ple were brought 
into the city. Everyw ere in the crowded 
mass the white plumes of the knights were 
gracefully nodding, and by 9 o'clock the 
grand procession was formed and began to 
pass up Wabash avenue. It is easy to give 
the figures of this us display, but a 
description of it is an impossibility. There 
were 15.000 knights in procession, while 
probably 3,000 were notin hne, There 
were eighty- -five full brass bands, none with 
less than twenty, and one with ninety pie- 
ces, these there were six or eight 
drum corps. The total pum ber 
of musicians ~ in the _ procession 
was about 3,000. The line was six miles 
long, and was three hours in passing a given 
point. The wide streets were solidly 
ed with. le, and the marshals some- 
Limes found it difficuit to carve out a way 
for the ‘march Hundreds of ‘temporary 
tiers of seats had been constructed along the 
line, and seats were eagerly scrambled for at 
fifty cents each. A view from a high win- 
dow a mile each way down the avenue me 
indeed beautiful.

A pretty e 
refreshed them from the heat ard fatigue 
of the march. Once the procession paused, 
Coeur de Leon commandery was left under 
a six-story building where every window 
was a frame around pretty faces’ The 
ladies and thekwights soon began toadmire 
each other. The former began to lower 
pretty button bole bouquets with. strings, 
the latter eaverly seized them and in their 
places tied their cards. After this innocent 
coquetry continued awhile, the ladies 
sang as with one accord “Home, Sweet 
Home” and in the chorus the knights 
jxined their rich voices until the whole 
street rang with the hearty strain. 


manderies all showed to fineadvantage. It 
was geverally noted that Georgia sent more 
knights and visitors than any of the south- 
ern states, The intense heat of the day cut 
short the march, but not before scores of 
the knights had falien out of line to keep 
from fainting. 

The bail at night was badly arranged 
Tae committee issued 200,000 -invitations 
and the jain at the exposition buildii g was 
horrible. Ladies fainied inside but could 
not be borne out because of tie terrible 
pressure of tbe eager thousands to get in. 
fhe best that could be done 
was to bar the doors and leave 20,000 peo- 
ple out in 1e streets mad as fucker because 
they couldn’t get in, while many inside 
were ready to fight togetout. Mago ficent 
toilettes were made in vafn that night. 
Many’a bright dream of ball-room conquest 
was carried shattered home by the disap- 
pointed beauty who was iocked out. 
About midnight the crowd thinged some- 
what, and dancing was very pieasant. It is 
thought 15,000 tripped to the gay sound of 
the first quadrille. The festivity continued 
until] almost daybreak, when the weary 
butterflies sought their nests. 

Thursday thousands of people en- 
dured the glare and heat of the 
Jockey Club park to see the prize drill of 
the commanderies which would have been 
enjoyable under favorable circumstances 
The Raper commandery, of Indianapolis, 
won the first prize, the DeMolay, of Louis- 
ville, the second. The tamous Detroit com- 
mandery. which nas frequentiy won the 
prize, did not enter the contest, but wil! 
challenge the winner. At night there were 
more concerts; and the most dazzling dis- 
play of pyrotechnics ever seen im Chicago. 
The brass bands continued todo their duty. 
The Usited States marine band of Wash 
ington, the buge regimental band of Chi- 
cago and Brand's band of Cincinnati were 
the most distinguished, though .they al! 
piayed well and added much w the genera! 
enjoyment. 
the excursions on the lakes occurred 
every evening and night. The decorations 
of the city were among the best evidenees 
of its gayety. Allthe streets fluttered in 
banners and the sacred signs of the Tem- 
plars were everywhere displayed. 

Alter seeing the sights and wearing one’s 
self out in the excitement the question was 
how to get away—no easy question to an- 
sweratsuch atime. By luck several of us 
secured half sleeping berth apiece and 
tugged through the crowded Illinois Cen- 

tral depot to get on tbe train. We carried 
out twenty loaded coaches, but had td leave 
thousands of people standing in the depot 
mad as blazes because they couldn’t get on. 

The rush Friday night is said to bave 
been just as bad. With two heavy engines 
ourbigtrain tugged on fast. enough to 
reach Cincinnati atl p.m., whenit was 
due at 8 a. m. 

In spite of all the worry over crowded 
rooms, lost baggage, slow waiters and dusty 
cars, it is the general verdict of the Atlanta 
party that the trip was e success—a delight- 
tul episode. Many of them have returned 
home, while others are enjoying extended 
tours to other points in the west, to Niagara 
and to New York. The Knights Tem plar, 
the world over, have a right to be proud of 
the conclave at Chicago. In its mammoth 
proportions, in the magnificence of its ar- 
rangemeiuis, in thesplendor of its pageantry, 
there bas probably never been anything in 
America to equal it.
